Ten hours beforo 
tho premier was to speak m em lei * of tho 
house were on hand to secure scuts, and the 
Irish members, having heal’d tha t the Tories 
had put up a job,* 
by which all tho bust 
seats were to be secured so that the Irish 
men shou'd have “Hobson s chan; o, de- 
ba tc l the plan by coming early and very 
often,* 
and selling tho best places to be 
had. 1 cfore t he hail was swept and scrub1 cd 
the members were selecting seat« , an i when 
s loot'd took possession of tlum and bruved 
the dust in the air and w ater under foot 
when the cleansing burin-'s began with a 
levotion w orthy of a m ighty good/ aus \ 
Gladstone ,« appearance in an open car 
l iage < n bis way to parliam ent, about 4...0, 
was the signal for a tremendous rush in tho 
direction of his carriage, while tho air was 
rent with the cheers of thousands of men. 
W ith tho aid of a largo body of police the 
premier’s carriage was gotten through the 
rowd. and ho disappeared inside the por­ 
tals of W estm inster pala- e, followed by a 
roar as of moving water.« . 
When ho was recognized in the hall an ­ 
other roar of cheers broke out in answer to 
that outside, and tho building m ight alm ost 
be said to havo been shaken by the volley 
of hurrahs. 
The house bad l*een called to 
order, and the prelim inary budness trans 
acted when tho premier came in, and at 
L*r» , amid a silence for the moment that 
was intense, ho rose and began his speech. 
A fter declaring that the question of Irish 
government and Irish lands Were insepara­ 
bly connect 'd but impossible of elucidation 
together, he said tha t the m agnitude of the 
task before him tilled him with m istrust, but 
t hat, tho fooling of responsibility if ha 
should fail was greater than tha t m istrust 
*ic then said it was necessary to quit 
lencing with the Irish question, the govern­ 
ment m ust get a t the ro o t 
W ith this end 
government was to propose to tho commons 
that which will restore legislation to its 
natural, nncient and unimpeded course, and 
above all establish harmonious relations 
Ikc 
uveen G reat B ritain and Ireland [hear, 
:.ear[ on a footing of tho-o free institutions 
to which Englishmen, Scotchmen and Irish 
.on alike are unalterably attached. 
[Loud 
•beers which were prolonged by tho home 
rule members.] 
Mr. Gladstone then said that coercion had 
i con tried in Ireland for fifty y ears and had 
failed. 
Something else m ust 
l>o tried. 
VVhnt was the cause of tho trouble? 
Tho 
fact tha t the Irish discredited tho laws made 
to govern them because they were foreign 
law.« . England and Scotland were governed 
by English and Scotch laws; Ireland m ust 
t o governed by Irish laws. 
To this end an 
Irish parliam ent was necessary . 
He pro­ 
posed to reconcile diversity of legislatures 
with im perial unity . 
There had been an 
Irish parliam ent and it had shown itself 
ioss; « sed c f a spirit of freedom, that would, 
i: England had not blundered by abolishing 
it have » aved infinite trouble. 
The premier said he would now pass to 
the plan of Low to give Ireland a legislature 
to deal with Ireluud, as distinguished from 
imperial a 11 airs, 
[Hear, 
hear.] 
He was 
onfronted a t the outset w ith w hat he felt 
to be a formidable dilemma. Ireland was to 
have a domestic legislature for Irish affairs. 
That was his postulate from which ho set 
out. 
If Ireland was to have a domestic 
legislature, Irish peers and Irish representa­ 
tives could not come to the house - of com­ 
mons to control English and Scotch affairs. 
[Cheers.] 
Then w ith regard to the question 
whether Irish representatives should come 
to the house of commons for tho settlem ent 
j 
of im perial allairs, he thought it coul i not i 
oe done. 
He had therefore arrived a t the 
« ■onciurion that Irish members and Irish 
peers 
ought 
not 
to 
sit 
in 
tha 
palace 
of 
W estminster. 
[Cries of Oh: 
* -h! and cheers.] 
He believe.l that G reat 
B ritain would never impose upon Ireland 
taxation 
w ithout 
representation. 
Then 
came another question which raisod a prac- 
ti al difficulty , were they to give up fiscal 
unity of the empire. 
He stood upon the 
substantial ground that to give up the fisc al 
unity of the empire would be a public in­ 
convenience and m isfortune; it would bo a 
great misfortune for G reat B ritain and a 
greater misfortune for Ireland. 
H is plan to avoid Miis difficulty was to 
give the Irish parliam ent authority over all 
taxation except customs and such excise 
duties as were connected with customs; the 
proceeds of the customs taxes to be held for 
Ireland’s benefit, and w hatever balance is 
left after imperial obligations are discharged 
to go back to the Irish exchequer. 
Repre­ 
sentatives of Ireland are to have the rig ht 
of addressing the crown. 
The parliam ent is 
to endure for five y ears and to be composed 
of the tw enty -eight Irish peers and seventy - 
rive other members elected by the Irish peo 
pie, who shall constitute one order, and 20t> 
other representatives elected by the people, 
who should constitute another order. 
W ith 
regard to the powers of election, the con­ 
stituency would be composed of occupiers of 
land of tho value of £ 25 and upwards, and 
the representatives would be elected for ten 
y ears. 
The property qualification of repre­ 
sentatives would be £ 200, annual value, or 
a capital value of £ 400.

the 101 Irish members in the house should

It. w h s the very principle upon whi h,within

If I have reaiI the Irish history arig ht mi - 
1 or time arid calum ny have wedded her sons 
lo the soil with an em brace y et closer than 
i*. known elsewhere, and the Irishm an is 
still m o r e profoundly Irish. 
B ut it does not 
follow that because historical patriotism is 
strong that he should be incapable of im­ 
perial ¡patriotism. 
There are live modes of presenting the 
subject which have beeu arg ued 
One is to 
present w hat wo now reeoinmen I as good, 
and the other is to present it as a choice of 
evils, and as the lesser am ong the varied

wealth of bric-a-brac, all up holstery and 
p aintings and musical instrum ents; and y et 
there is in that p lace the chill of Nova 
Zambia.

cheerless house arrangem ent to kill all the 
Uiauties in the domestic circle, and a wife 
and mother who, from p op ularity , gives her 
whole tim e to social life, while her husband 
p asses all tho evenings away , tho l*oy fifteen 
y ears of ago did tho same, tho p robability 
was th at the other children, as they got old 
enough, would take tho same turn. 
The 
wife and tho mothor one day bethought her 
self of tho imi» ortanco of saving her husband 
and her boy , and she gathered into the 
homo circle all tho bright and entertaining 
and stirring games and p lay s she could 
think o f ; she studied up and got a great 
m any interesting things to tell, and there 
was a great change in that home.
